Whereas, tho foUotving Act, to-wit: 

AN ACT to raise Volunteer Forces, to repel the 
invasion of the State and for ithor purposes. 
} 1. Be it enacted by the General Aisenill* of th* 

Oommor.weclt.h of Ksr.tu?:c\, That aa tho'scil of 
the Stato of Kontuchy has beon invaded by armed 
fjrees, acting under tho authority of thcso-ciilod 
Confederate States, therefore, for tho purpose of re- 



and soldiers, rcsidcuts and cititens of Kentucky, 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, 
to be mustered into the service of this Common- 
wealth for any term of service not less than twelve 
months nor more than throj years, from the time 
tbey were mustored into sorvioo, unices sooner 
discharged. 

\ i. That tho Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorised, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
eball, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services; and he shall 
commission for that purposes' !i ofsoers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, nooessary and pro- 
per for tho command of such volunteers. 

$ 3. That all volunteer officer?, non-oommis- 
sloned officers, musicians, and private:, whoso ser-

what offico-eacb is elected and thereupon sTfid 
board, if they approve the proceedings, shall cer- 
tify to the Governor the names of the officers 
elected, aa'd what office they have been respective- 
ly elected to fill, who shall issue commissions in 
oonfurmity to such certificate. 

$ 9. That the commanding General shall been- 
titled to appoint and emplov such staff officers, 
and witft such rank, as tho Inspector General is 



proved March 6, 1860; and be shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General by 

tho lutb, 11th, and 12th sections of said article of 
said act. 

\ 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, rcglmonts, 
brigades and divisions, and bavo tbe same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade nnd division, as are allowed in the 
army of the United Slates, and sball receive the 
same pay and rations as are allowed tho troops of 
the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and'dirisions arc formed, out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be of5 ierod accord- 
ing to ezlsting laws. 

£ 11. This act to be of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed by both houses of the 
General Assembly of tho Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, tbe Governor's objections thereto to the 
oontrr.ry notwithstanding, and is therefore tho law 
of tho land. Now, therefore, I, do horeby issue 
this, my proclamation, commanding all officers 
and citizens of this State to render obedience to 
all tho requirements of said ebovo recited act.

Whereas, Officers of a rank lees than a Colonel 
were, as early as the 9th of September last, mus- 
tered into the service of the United States for 
three years as Kentucky volunteers, and huvecoa- 
timed in active service ever ninoe — wherefore, 

Beit enacted by the General Asteri'bly of the Com- 
monweatth of Kentucky, That when said oiacers 
are united with other volunteers to make up a 
regiment they shall not be deprived of the rank 
they now have by virtue of a mustering into the 
service of the United State*. 

The bill was explained and advocated by 
Messrs MclIENRY and SPEED briefly. 

Mr ROBINSON favored the reference of 
the bill to the committee on Military Affairs, 
lie doubted the propriety of the parage of 
the bill. 

Mr. GOODLOE replied to Mr ROBIN- 
SON, and advocated the passjjfrje of the bill. 

Mr. T. F. MARSHALL briefly replied to 
Mr. GOODLOE, and opposed the bill. He 
thought the principle in the Wll a dangerous 
one, and would defeat the objects to be ob- 
tained by the consolidation of fragments of 
regiments. 

Mr. SPEED briefly replied to Mr MAR- 
SHALL, and urged the passage of the bill. 
He thought Mr. M. mistaken about the ef- 
t.Ct of the bill It was only to embrace aa 
isolated case and could not affect any others 
''Mr. BAKER favored a reference of the 
bill to the Military committee, although he 
was inclined to favor it. It did not, howev- 
er, go quite far enough, when it only em- 
braced officers of lower rank than Colonel. 
There were cases in his knowledge where in- 
justice was done to Colonels who have com- 
missions from the General Government, and 
who are deprived of their commands by the 
consolidation of fractions of regiments. 

Mr. BRUNER briefly advocated the pas 
sage of the bill. It was to affect one case of 
a major who has been in active service in 
Housseau's Brigade,and has three companies, 
but owing to being in active service he 
could not recruit to fill up his battalion. 

Mr. READ bad been incliued to favor this 
bill when he first heard of this case, but his 
mind, since the discussion, had undergone a 
change, and thought there was a constitu- 
tional barrier to its passage. lie thought, 
if passed, it would work evil, and was im- 
politic to throw open such a door for numer- 
ous other applications for similar legislation. 

Mr. McHENRY replied to Messrs. READ, 
MARSHALL and ROBINSON, and urged 
the passage of the bill at considerable 
length. The bill was right in principle, but 
it was only intended to affect the isolated 
case of Major Pirtle, of Rousseau's Brigade, 
and there was a difference between the cases 
alluded to by Mr. BAKER and this case. 
Major Pirtle has received nothing from the 
Stale but had raised his companies of men. 
under a commission from the General Gov- 
ernment, and had been paid and subsisted by 
the General Government and not by the 
State, and he contended that the Stale Mili- 
tary Board could not and would not control 
Major Pirtle unless this act passes. 

Mr. ROBINSON replied to Mr. McHEN- 
RY, and again contended that the principle 
of the bill was wrong and unconstitutional: 
it would put Major Pirtle over men who had 
the right to elect their own officers up to 
Colonel, and who would, by this act, be de- 
prived of that constitutional and legal priv- 
ilege by placing him over them without an 
election by them, as he has less than half a 
regiment, and there would be a large major- 
ity of the regimeut with which bis men 
would be consolidated, who would not be 
privileged to vote. He thought it a sacrifice 
of a sacred right to require this of volunteer 
soldiers. 

Mr. GOODLOE, since hearing all the ar- 
guments on this bill, thought the State Leg-j 
islature had no control over this matter. He 
thought the bill would amount to nothing. 

All objection being withdrawn, the bill 
was referred to the Military committee.

Be it enacted kji the Otr^-al Aumblv of the 
Gommonuieallh of Kentucky, That the partias to 
any b>nd, bill, promissory cote, or other instru- 
ment of writing for the payment or forbearance 
of money, may stipulate therein for interest re- 
ceivable upon the emounl of such bond, bill, 
promissory note, or other instrument, at any rate 
not exceeding ten per centum per annum: Provi- 
ded hoicever. That no incorporated backing insti- 
tution of this State shall be entitled to receive 
more than the rate of intsrost specified In its char- 
ter; or. if no rate be speoifled, more tian six per 
cent, yearly upon any loan or diaoouut whatso- 
ever. 

} 2. That upon all judgments ordecreos reader- 
ed upon any bond, bill, promissory octa, or other 
instrument aforesaid, Interest sbali be eomputei 
till payment, at tho rate spacI6ed in suoh bend, 
bill, note, or other instrument, not exceeding ten 
per eentum, as aforosaid; or, In case no rate of in- 
terest is specified, at fix per centum yearly. 

Mr. VANWINKLE offered the following 
amendments, viz ; 

Strike out the word " ten, " in the 1st sec- 
tion, and insert "eight." 

Amend section '2d by strikingout the word 
" ten. " and inserting ,: eight. " 

Add the following additional sections: 
§ 3. That if any person shall stipulate 
for a greater rate of interest, for the loan or 
forbearance of money, than that authorized 
by the 1st section of this act, he shall forfeit 
to the debtor the whole sum secured by such 
usurious contracts. 

§ 4. That if any person shall, under any 
pretext whatever, receive or collect a greater 
rate of interest than that authorized by said 
section, shall forfeit to the persons paying 
the same, the whole sum so collected, who 
may sue for and recover the same at any- 
time within five years. 

After some discussion, and before any voto 
was taken upon the amendments, the com- 
mittee rose, reported progress, and had leave 
to sit again.

The Louisville Journ il ou the Presi- 
dent's Mesrage. 

The Louisville Journal, of yesterday 
morning, contained an article or. the Presi 
dent's message, which must create n univer- 
sal feeling of astonishment and regret in the 
mind of every well-wisher of his country. 
The article is deformed by a vein of ridicu- 
lous vanity, coupled with nn assumption of 
remarkable influence, which the writer fond- 
ly believes flows from the point of his pen 
whenever it comes in contact with paper 
Aside from the wretched taste of criticism, 
it is exceedingly ill-timed, and unjust to the 
President. 

The editor selects the following paragraph 
from the President's message as a text lor 
his remarks: 

"Alio, obeying the dictates of prudence, aa well 
at the obligations of law, instead of transcending, 
X have adhered to the act of Congress to confiscate 
property used fir insurrectionary purposes. It 
a new law upon the same subject shall be propos- 
ed, its propriety will bo duly considered. The 
Union must be preserved, and hence all disposa- 
ble means must be employed. We should not bo 
in hasto to determine what radical and extreme 
measures, which may roach the loyal aa well as 
the disloyal, are indispensable." 

The editor expresses his opinion of the 
foregoing in the following lofty terms: 

"It is impossible to look upon this aa anything 
more or less than the expression of an indirect 
and unmanly concurrence in the policy asserted 
recently by Col. Cochrane and approved by Secre- 
tary Csmoron to the mortification and eharne of 
every loyal man in Kentucky. The psasage is 
lack.ng in propriety as wofully as in statesman- 
ship. The manner is aa bad aa the matter. Both 
are deeply unworthy." 

We insist that there is nothing in the ex- 
pression of the President to justify the infer- 
ences of the Journal. He indicates no poli- 
cy (in the paragraph with which the Jour- 
nal finds fault,) which has not long been the 
common law of cations, and which has gov- 
erned the action of belligerent nations from 
time immemorial. 

For some time past it has been the settled 
policy of the secessionists to create an opin- 
ion in the public mind that the present war 
was inaugurated lor the emancipation of 
slavery, and that the administration has 
that end in view.

We hope and believe that the patriotic mo- 
tives which, from many circumstances we 
are led to believe, the President entertains 
will prevail, and check the radicalism of a 
portion of the North. In speaking of the 
policy recommended in his inaugural address 
and his message to Congress at the late spe- 
cial session, he says, "nothing new occurs to 
add or substract to or from the principles or 
general purposes stated and expreesad in 
those documents." 

There is one part of the message of vital 
interest to the people of Kentucky. The 
President says: 

I deem it of importance that the loyal regions 
of Eastern Tennessee and Western North Caroli- 
na should be connected with Kentucky and oth- 
er faithful parts of the Union by railroad. I 
therefore recommend, as a ailitary measure, that 
Congress provide for the construction of such a 
road a; speodily as possible. Kentucky will, no 
doubt, co-operate, and, through her Legislature, 
make the most judicious selection of the liny. 
The northern terminus must connect with sonic 
existing railroad, and whether the route shall be 
from Lexington or Nichnlasville to Cumberland 
Gap or from Lebanon r.o the Tennessee lino in the 
direction of Knoiville,, or acme still different lino, 
can easily be determined. Kentucky and the 
General Government co-operating, the work can 
be oompleted in a very short time, and when done, 
it will not only be of \-r.st present usefulness, but 
alau an available and permanent improvement, 
worth its cost in alt tho future.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

WHEnr/.s. Tho following rerolations, vir. 
hsvo this day boon passed by both Houses of 
tho Gono-al Assembly of tho Commcnwoalth of 
Kontucky, iho Governor's objections thereto to 
tho oontrsry notwithstanding, and aro thcroforo 
thu law of tho land, I do hereby Issuo this my 
proclamation, enjoining all officers and cioV 
sens of this State to render obedience to all 
tbo roquiromonts of said resolutions, and in obe- 
dionoe thereto, I have ordered Gon. Thomas L. 
Crittendon to execute the purposes contemplated 
by said resolutions j and I horoby roquiroall oiti- 
rons of Kentucky subjoot to military duty tc obey 
the call which tho said Gon. Crittendon may 
raako upon thom in asoordanoo with tha provis- 
ions of said resolutions. 

Whebeas, Kentucky has boon invaded by tho 
forces of the so-called Confederate Suites, and tbo 
coramsndors of tho foroes so invading tho Slate 
havo insolently prescribed the conditions upon 
which they will withdraw, thus insulting tho dig- 
nity of tho State by demanding terms to which 
Kentucky cannot liston without dishonor; there- 
fore, 

1. Beit resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth if Kentucky, That tho invaders 
must be expelled; inasmuch as there are now in 
fCentucky Federal troops ssscmbled for the pur- 
poso of preserving tho tranquility of tho Stato, 
and of defending and protecting tho people of 
Kontucky in tho peaceful enjoyment of their lives 
and property, it is— 

2. Further resolved. That Gcnoral Robort An- 
derson, a native KentucUian, who has been ap- 
pointed to tho command of the Dopartmont of 
Cumberland, bo requested to take instant oom- 
inand, with authority and power from this Com- 
monwealth to call out a volunteer force in Ken- 
tucky for tho purpose of repelling tbo lnvadors 
from our soil.
